In many cbservatiens cf 
extremely high speeds in saveers, the mest extreme speeds were nct cbserved 
in the dense, lower layers cf our atmosphere , but at higher altitudes, 
far, far above the earth . And a great many ols ervatócġs cf saucers

Maybe Majer Keyhee was a little premature in his anncuncement 
cf this fact, but as precf cf it, USAF, cn December 27, 1954, announced that 
one cf its otticers Lt Ocl. Jchn P. Stapp, bad gone from a record land 
speed cf 652 mph tc a dead step in 13 secends without ill effects, 

This quick stop was made at Halloman Air Develepment Center 
at Alamagerdc, New Mexicc. In the test, Cel. Stapp was strapped tc a 
2, 000—pound rocket sled. te only ill effects he suffered were a few 
bleod blisters from dust particles in the &ir and twe black eyes, caused 
by his eyeballs being thrown ferward against his eyelids during the 
deceleraticn pericd.

the phenomenon of weightlessness. If you don't weigh anything, ie.,if 
you have a conditicn ef zerd gravity, ycu can't very well be slemmed 
around by violent nanqyevers in the air. Seme writers have, however, 
pointed out that extraterrestrial craft, using some ferm cf magnetic 
prepulsion, might create their cwn gravitaticnal fields and thus be free 
of gravitational pull from the earth. Maybe it is nct as complicated as 
all that. In TRUE fer July, 1954, writer Don Dwiggins described weightlessn: 
as eWperienced in a two-seater plane flown ty Meje Edward J, Rackham, 

USAF acceptance pilot at Lockheed's Van Nuys, Califcrnia, plant. They 
went up to ow&y 20,000 feet and them went into a ballistic curve, The 
result was weightlessness. Mr. Dwiggins phetegrephed a pack of cigarettes 
floating free in the cabin cf the plane. 

If weightlessness can be achteved with a ballistic curve, 
perhaps it can be achieved in scme cther, but fairly easy way. And sugh 
weightlessness might permit violent mancueverinz, such as bas:been nected 
in flying saucers, by-dumun-pimebe: 

But, if yeu will read further cn the subject cf weightlessness, 
you will find that this phencmencn presen ts grave hazards tc the airman. 

LIFE Magazine, in an article in its December 6, 1954, issue, pointed cut 

that weightlessness is a highly ümplessant sensation. Ne airman has been 
able tc stand it fcr mere than 45 seccnids. It preduces severe diserientaticn, 
it dislecates all sense of direction. it produces nausea, nervous 

distress, less ct ability tc ce-crdinate, inability to guide the complex 
machinery ef today's flying craft.
